Newest of the four is Frank Pace, 
Jr., 30-year-old son of the late law 
partner of Jeff Davis, who is the 
new budget director of the .federal 
government. Only man topping Mr. 
Pace as fiscal agent is another 
Arkansan, John Snyder, secretary 
of the treasury. 


John Steelman, of Arkansas, is 
a presidential advisor; and Leslie 
Biffle, another native of this state, 
will return to his post as secretary 
of. the senate when that body reor- 
ganizes with the Democrats again 
in the majority. 
' 'Certainly no state in America 
has a greater or more responsible 
representation in high federal cir- 
cles than Arkansas as we start 
this new year.

These are times of peace, with- 
out the urgency of war to make all 
sections of America do what is 
entirely unnatural—think alike on 
economic matters. The president's 
proposal is, in unvarnished langu- 
age, to use a club in case per- 
suasion fails. But a club won't 
work either—in peace times. 


There are at least four major 
economic groups in America with 


., contrasting views on how govern- 
7".')ment should regulate private busi- 
ness. There is the industrial North- 
east; and the grain-and-hog coun- 
try of the Middle West: the cotton- 
and-timbcr South; and the desert 
elements of the Far West, rang- 
ing from mine operators to real 
estate promoters 
and 
irrigation 
dreamer-uppers. 


Matching up the conflicting inter- 
ests of these fiercely vocal groups 
is .a job for the congress, not the 
president. It is the congress that 
makes compromises—and we sub- 


.ij'.mit to arbitrary decisions by the 
executive department only in the 
event of war. 


Right now there is a sharp fight 
going on between the farm bloc, 
insisting on hard-and-fast 
price 
supports for agricultural products, 
and President Truman's economic 
advisors, who have recommended a 
.flexible system which goes up or 
down with the rest of the nation's 
business. Certainly it is up to the 
congress, not' the executive depart- 
ment, to make the final policy 
-j.decision on this and other economic 
?' questions which divide America 
just as §urely^:fl^j,though it were 
several"nations instead of one.

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Radio Give-Aways Offer Hope 
If We Can Stand the Strain

As if the 
average 
American 
didn't live under enough tensions, 
trying to keep pace with inflation, 
foreign wars and such, it comes 
to mind that modern radio 
has 
added a new peril to the compli- 


•rJ cations of everyday living. 


. We speak of the institution of 
radio give-away programs. Now- 
adays, 
every American— 
every 


one with a telephone, that is — 
lives in the constant jeopardy that 
he may be called by a radio give- 
away program, be offered fabulous 
fortune for answering a few ques- 
tions, and find himself unprepared. 


There is also the added peril 
that he may actually be able to 
recite for fame and fortune and 


.., yet be pre-cmptorily barred from 
••',%> doing so because of. being discon- 
nected by some distant telephone 
operator. This is the unkindcst 
cut-off of all, and has in recent 
weeks led to some hard feeling 
against telephone and broadcasting 
companies. 


Now this shaky give-away preci- 
pice on which Americans exist is 
not entirely bad. For one thing, 
it puts a new and more immediate 
value on education for our young. 
There was a time when . Junior 
couldn't quite see the percentage 


ff: in piling up stores of information, 
such as: "All Gaul is divided into 
three parts . . ." (or was during 
Caesar's time), wormed laboriously 
from the Latin pony. 


Now, thanks to radio's incentive. 
all this has been changed. Junior 
has but to twirl the dial at random 
any evening to hear dumb-Johns 
and Janes raking in electric wash- 
ers, trips to Bermuda, lifetime sup- 
plies of breakfast food, dog food 
and ball point pens, to be con- 
vinced of the value, here and now, 


. ii.of adequate and readily available 
''knowledge. 


One anguished housewife's moan 
that she just doesn't know who 
was the last president before Wil- 
liam Howard Taft to wear a beard 
is proof positive that one should 
commit to memory not only the 
names and birthplaces and dates 
of all presidents, but also their 
facial appearances, middle names, 
outstanding peculiarities such as 
warts or harelips, and any other 
data that might conceivably pop 
a into the fertile brains of those 
••••' ge'nuises who devise the quizzes. 


Thus, as eacn new burden on 
mankind has its compensations, so 
has this peril of the radio give- 
away. So far the system has bro- 
ken very few people completely. 
And think of all the persons it has 
cither 
made 
rich 
beyond their 
wildest calculations, or at least pro- 
vided with some new aluminum- 
ware. And, in the realm of intan- 
gibles, think of the hope, the extra 
and immeasurable hope, which the 
give-away adds to "the American 


<£. dream" of getting ahead. 


Let us brace ourselves, then, 


for the worst—for either the tragic 
possibility that we may not know 
when quizzed, or that, knowing. 
we may even yet be thwarted by 
chance pulling of a plug in a re- 
mote telephone switchboard. And 
strong in the knowledge that some- 
day our call may come —and re- 
main connected—lace the iuturc 
with fortitude. 


Israeli Downs 
5 RAF Planes 
British Charge 


London, Jan. 8 — (fp) — Britain 
said today five Royal Air Force 
planes were shot down 
yesterday 


by Israeli aircraft while on recon- 
naissance patrols 
over 
Egyptian 
territory near the Palestine border. 


The air ministry's announcement 
came after a Jewish spokesman in 
Tel Aviv said two of the five air- 
craft shot down by the Jews over 
Rafa were known to \>e 
British 
planes and two others were 
pre- 
sumed to be. 


Rafa is on the border. 
Meanwhile, the foreign office a'n- 
nounced that Britain, acting on a 
request of Trans-Jordan, has sent 
troops to guard the Red sea port 
of Aquaba. 


Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
decided to remain in London over 
the weekend to keep in close touch 
with all developments. This under- 
lined the gravity with which the 
foreign 
offi.ce 
viewed 
Britain's 
present relations with Israel. 


A British communique said the 
RAF fighters had strict orders not 
to cross the frontier into Palestine. 
Since the attacks, it added, British 
airmen have ben instructed 
"to 
regard as hostile any Jewish air- 
craft encountered over 
Egyptian 
territory." 


The air 
ministry 
said 
there 
were two attacks. The first 
was 


made against a reconnaissance pa- 
trol sent out "to ascertain 
the 
depth and scale of the Jewish in- 
eurison into Egyptian territory," 
the ministry said. The second was 
.made against a force 
dispatched 
to determine the fate of the miss- 
ing planes in the first group. 
Four Spitfires 
were 
missing 


from the first attack, and a Temp- 
est was lost in the second, the 
ministry said. 


There were these differences in 


the British and Jewish versions of 
ie clash: 
The Jews said four of the downed 
planes were British and the fifth 
was Egyptian. At least two and 
perhaps three were shot down by 
Israeli fighters and the others by 
anti-aircraft. A 
captured 
British 
flying officer is being held for Red 
ross identificatoin, the Tel Aviv 
ource said. The Jews 
said 
the 
action took place over Rafa. 


The British described the clash 
as occurring 15 miles west of Rafa 
in Egyptian territory. 


Rafa is on the 
communication 
mes up the coastal strip of south- 
?rn Palestine to the Egyptian-held 
My of Gaza. Whether 
it 
is 
in 
Egypt or Palestine is a matter of 
dispute. 


Jewish informants in Tel Aviv 


laid that under the British man- 
date Rafa was classed as being 
inside Palestine. At the end of the 
mandate last May, the British shift- 
ed the boundary putting Rafa inside 
Egypt, they said.

Trade School 
to Start 
Here Soon 


James H. Jones, Superintendent 


of Schools, announced today that a 
Trades School for white veterans 
and non-veterans will begin opera- 
tion in the near future. This course 
will be a building trades course 
and will include carpentry; ma- 
sonry, including brick and stone 
work and cement finishing; 
and 


cabinet making. These classes will 
meet for six hours per day, five 
days per week, for 100 weeks, for 
a total of 3,000 hours of instruction 
or two years of instruction. This 
course of instruction should fill the 
needs of all interested who desire 
to be trained in the building trade. 
This course of instruction is con- 
sidered to be full-time and the 
Veterans Administration will pay 
lull subsistence allowance to eligi- 
ble veterans. Als9, all necessary 
books and tools will be furnished. 
This course will be held at the 
Hope High School and will be simi- 
lar to the one that was organized 
for the Negroes at Yerger High 
School. Since this will be a full 
time course of instruction, we be- 
lieve that all veterans who are 
interested in a building 
trades 
course and who live in Hempstead 
County will be interested in at- 
tending the organization meeting. 


An organization meeting will be 
held at the Hope High School Mon- 
day night, January 17, at seven 
o'clock.

Democratic

house ways and means committee 
have voted, in effect, to oust Rep. 
John E; Rankin, D., Miss., from 
the house un-American activities 
committee, it was learned today. 
The vote was taken on a motion 
to bar chairmen of major commit- 
tee from other committee assign- 
ments. Rankin is slated to head 
the house veterans affairs commit- 
tee—a post he says he will not 
give up. 


The motion was passed by what 


was described as a "substantial 
majority." It is still subject to 
approval by the democratic cau- 
cus, 
and could be reconsidered by 


ways and means Democrats who 
assign 
party members to 
the 
various house committee-. 
The action obviously had the ap- 
proval qf the house 
Democratic 
leadership which is determined to 
clip the wings of the un-American 
activities committee. Rankin, 
an 
anti-administration Democrat, was 
slated to hold a key post on the 
investigation group. 


He said he had not been 
ad- 
vised "formally or informally" of 
the move which took place yester- 
day at a closed meeting. 


An ardent champion of 
white 


supremacy, the Mississippian has 
been embroiled in some of the com- 
mittee's 
most 
controversial 
in- 
quiries. One of his most widely 
oublicized rows was with Dr. Har- 
low Shapley, a Harvard 
univer- 


sity scientist, who accused Rankin 
of trying to "intimidate" him dur- 
ing a closed hearing.

John S. Wood, p., Ga., Rankin was 
the dominant figure on the group.

Villagers Flee 
From Volcano 
Lava Flow 


Hilo, Hawaii, Jan. 8 — 
(IP) — 


Frightened villagers in the path of 
Mauna Loa's lava flow left their 
homes today 
despite 
assurances 
they vvere in no immediate danger 
of being engulfed. 


The seacoast villages of Honau- 
nau 
and 
Ktokea 
were virtual- 
ly 
abandoned, 
although 
Police 
Lieut. 
Anthony Cambra 
of 
the 


Kona sector insisted the lava would 
not endanger them. 


Ruy H. Finch, Hawaii National 
Park volcanologist, predicted 
the 
lava would not go far beyond the 
7,000-foot level. It was almost there 
last night. Mauna Loa's crater is 
13.680 feet above the sea. 


Schools were dismissed at Hook- 
ena and Alae, as well as the two 
other villages evacuated. 
Four persons may have died as 


an indirect result of the eruption, 
first since 1942. A 
red 
Stinson 
plane, one of many flying around 
the spectacular outburst, was seen 
heading into a cloud about three- 
quarters of the way up the moun- 
tain at 8:30 a. m. yesterday. There 
was no trace of it after that. 
The private plane was piloted by 
Frank Lee of Honolulu, and had 
James Redmon, Honolulu, and pos- 
sibly two other passengers aboard, 
said Bill Holiovyay. Hawaii aero- 
nautics commission safety director. 
Volcanologist 
Finch ' said 
the 


eruption was novel in modern times 
because of the gas explosion which 
started it off. 


A surge of lava from the depths 


burst open Mokuaweoweo 
Crater 
with a deep explosion which lasted 
20 minutes, Finch said. Seismo- 
graphs recorded a continuous trem- 
or starting at 3:56 p. m., and at 
4:15 
came the blast. 


B. F. Moomaw, Jr., Hawaii na- 


tional park assistant superintend- 
ent, said he saw a mile-wide cloud 
spurt from the summit. He 
re- 
lated: 


"It rose rapidly and its edges 
^yere turbulent with whirling mo- 
jlion, plainly visible. In a few min- 
utes the cloud had risen to the 
height of five 
miles and its tip 


had begun to mushroom. Then the 
wind caught the top and carried it 
east in the form of a long stream- 
er."

Dean Acheson appeared certain to- 
day of senate confirmation us sec- 
retary of state despite Republican 
plans to investigate his law firm's 
connections with 
the communist 


of Poland. 


A group of GOP senators also 
indicated they may question Ache- 
son on his association with Algcr 
Hiss who is now under indictment 
for perjury in connection with the 
Communist spy investigation. The 
latter was Acheson's administrative 
aid for a time while he was assist- 
ant secretary of state. 


Sen. Alexander Wiley, R., Wis., 


a member of the 
senate 
foreign 
relations committe, said 
he 
be- 
lieves the senate 
should find out 
whether President Truman's new 
appointee is "soft" on communism. 


However, Committee 
Chairman 
Tom Connally, D., Tex., predicted 
Acheson's 
confirmation- 
'-'without 
much opposition." The 
committee 


will consider the appointment next 
week. A two-thirds vote in the sen- 
ate is requested for confirmation. 


The 55-year-old lawyer-diplomat 
was named yesterday to succeed 
ailing Secretary 
George C. Mar- 


shall on inauguration day Jan. 20. 
Simultaneously, Mr. Truman firm- 
ly 
squelched 
reports 
that 
the 
changeover presages a softer poli- 
cy toward Soviet Russia. 


However, some Republican sen- 
ators remained unconvinced. They 
said they wanted "all the facts" 
on the 
international 
aspects 
of 
Acheson's lucrative law practice.

It is true that the House Com- 
mittee on un-American 
activities 
lets its publicity get out of control 
at times. Such 
excesses 
offenfl 
some citizens, most of all those 
who have been embarrassed, dis- 
graced and-or incriminated by its 
noisy disclosures. All 
statesmen, 
even including some members of 
the committee, agre that there is 
a strong tendency to spruce up, 
to shake back noble manes 
and 


scowl or smile, as the individual 
preference may be, when movies 
are about to be taken of dramatic 
moments in p-oeeedings. 


When the committe was setting 
the stage, as it were, for the "hos- 
tile" Hollywood political trash 
a 
little more than a year ago, one 
of the members did me the honor 
of consulting me as an authority 
on public relations, or perhaps pop- 
ular psychology. I advised him to 
bar the movie newsreols, radio anc 
loudspeakers absolutely. 


They were thinking of calling 
Charlie Chaplin and I warned my 
friend that he might make mon- 
keys of them by walking onto the 
set in his low-comedy pants, hat 
and cane.

He got deferred out of it because 
he disclosed a certain attitude. Mr. 
Kaye fluttered like a wounded buz- 
zard, and other vicarious heroes 
of the war against the foul 
ag- 
gressors were overwhelmed with 
bashfulness right away. 


I think that it 
the 
committee 
were to call Champlin now and 
he tried to get funny he would die 
the death of a dog because psy- 
chology has swung to the commit- 
tee. 


After the Hollywood show was 
done, my iricnd was a little apolo- 
getic. He snia some of the broth- 
ers' desired the maximum publicity 
in order that the alarm should be 
sounded to the greatest number of 
citizens through all the channels of 
propaganda. 
* That is a valid excuse. Why not? 
And the fact that 
the statesmen 
are human and, furthermore, are 
politicians and thus require pub- 
licity to get re-elected is superero- 
gation — I think. 


This appetite is a part of the ap- 


paratus of vanity. Even mirrors 
are organs of publicity and there 
is this to be said for the female 
race — if little move — that they 
are unblushing and honest about 
their -vanity whereas 
the 
bucks 


pretend to have none of it. How- 
ever, even craggy, ugly brutes who 
know they clabber milk and fright- 
en bulldogs are reeking of it and 
John L. Lewis has exploited 
his 
ugliness with a vanity as active 
and apparent as Grable's. 


I know you will not think that 
I am picking on my cousin Elea- 
nor, as she sometimes 
seems to 


think I do, 
when I say 
that ac- 
tually the United States and the 
world have had to endure much 
jecause of her vanity. Whether 
that has been for better 
or for 
worse I will not argue now. But 
Cor reference I point back to -the 
incident in her story of her life in 
which she relates that, as a child, 
being 
checked/ around 
in 
cold- 
water continental schools by her 
relatives 
as ' they 
might 
have 


parked an inconvenient pooch in 
ooarding kennels, she 
announced 


that she had swallowed a French 
clacker, or penny, to attract 
at' 


mention. Another little girl had acr 
Lually swallowed a clacker and had 
aeen almost dissolved in sympathy. 
My cousin, Eleanor, thought that 
it would work for her, too. She felt 
unappreciated and lonesome. That 
was plagiarism, of course, although 
I am not asking you to take a 
serious view of it because, after 
all, she was just a little Girl. Any- 
way, she didn't get away with it 
and I believe her story sr.id she 
was punished for this 
childish 
"ensationalism. 


That career of hers, which has 
rolled up greater bales of clippings 
in the morgues than you will find 
in the name of any other citizen 
oi the laity, has been the direct 
product of her vanity. You cannot 
Joint to 
one 
single unqualified 


achievement to her credit. Thin,k. 
of that! Not one act of public serv- 
!.ce stands to the name of the wo- 
min who has 
nevertheless 
out- 
scored any other person you may 
in me except people who were ac- 
tually doers. Presidents. 
Heavy- 


weight champions. Capone. 
This 


s a wonderful achievemnt of it- 
self. 


Vanity and the publicity which 


s created to satisfy the appetite 
go through all strata with so few 
exceptions of utterly selfless per- 
sons in cloisters that their modesty 
nore or less defeats 
itself 
by 
arousing interest in them. 


Mr. Truman is a creation of pub- 


a-ity. Ho made his through his 
senate committee 
which investi- 


gated graft and waste in war ex- 
jenditures. But for that he would 
iot have been nominated for vice 
iresident in 1944. Of course, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, who nobly gave 
his life that freedom might reign, 
actually 
could 
have nominated 


your postman under the beautiful 
Democratic process which we 
all 


hold 
dear. But 
I insist that he 


would not nave nominated Senator 
J'runian if Harry had not whipped 
uu that publicity with his senate 
investigation. 


U is ironic to find us journalists 


deciynig the appetitie for publicity 
evinced by members of the com- 
mitte on un-American activities, 
tvery reporter aspires to his by- 
line so that the reader in the bus 
who is whipping over to the fun- 
nies or the sport page as fast as 
lie can. may know that he was the 
author of the living human docu 
ment which starts on 
page 
one 


and, alter 30 lines, jumps back to 
page 
12 where 
the 
byline 
is 
dropped. Vanity. Publicity. Column 
ists, too. 1 hale publicity but 
I 


enjoy writing a column,

my name over it but sometimes I

14 Colleges 
Warned About 
Recruiting

San Francisco, Jan. 8 — (ff>) — 


Fourteen member schools 
of the 
National Collegiate Athletic Asso- 
ciation have been warned to clean 
up . 
their 
high 
- 
recruiting 


of athletes by March 1. 
They are "clearly not 
comply- 
ing" with the 
NCAA's year-old 
"sanity code" regulating such mat- 
ters, compliance committee chair- 
man Clarence P. Houston reported 
to the NCAA executive board. He 
did not name the 
offenders, 
but 
added: 


"These members have been ad- 
vised (of their violations) and have 
also been told that unless they re- 
port to the committee by March 1 
of this year that they intend 
to 


bring their institutions into com- 
pliance, it will be necessary to re- 
port that fact for investigation and 
action." 


His report, given last night, also 
said that "comparatively little in- 
vestigation will be needed in these 
cases, as (their) answers to ques- 
tionnaires admit violation." 


Some 32 other schools, he said, 
gave answers which stirred doubts. 
Their questionnaire answers, he ex- 
plained, were "such as to require 
more information in order to make 
a determination of their compli- 
ance." 


The sanity code, adopted by the 


NCAA at a New York meeting last 
year, is intended to end the recruit- 
ing of star athletes by promises of 
financial or other assistance. 
In another report at last night's 


meetings, Dr. Floyd R. Eastwood 
informed 
NCAA 
representatives 
that college football went through 
the 1948 season without a single 
fatality. Dr. Eastwood, professor of 
education at Los Angeles state col- 
lege, said it was the fourth time 
since 1941 that American colleges 
finished a season with no deaths 
directly 
or 
indirectly resulting 
from the game. 


There were 18 "direct" fatalities 
during the year, he said: 
six in 
"sandlot" games, 
three 
in pro- 
semipro football, and nine in high 
school games. Eight other deaths 
were indirectly die to football. 
At a separate meeting, the Amer- 
ican college football coaches asso- 
ciation . elected
